He Sues the New York “Tribune” for 
$50,000 for an Alleged Libel. 

New Ton, May 6.—[Special.]—The New 
York Tribune published along editorial yes- 
terday “Gen. Slocum’s Dubious 
Methods, and today an attorney for the Gen- 
eral served a summons and complaint on the 
Tribune Association in a suit for $50,000 dam- 


ages. 

Gen. Slocum is President of the Coney 
Island and Brooklyn railroad company. The 
General is alleged to have shown a contempt 
for Brooklyn citizens and Brooklyn interests 
in the methods the Tribune claims he used in 
securing the right to use the trolley system of 
propulsion on the road. The statements 
that the General believes have damaged him 
to the extent of $50,000 are: The 
dubious methods of Chapin and Slocum will 
not bear investigation. In the light of public 
exposure they are shown to be low and selfish 
in conception and designed to benefit a few 
speculators regardless of the interests of the 
many and at the expense of the city itself.

An Investigation of Its Influence on Values 
Begun. 

New Yorx, May 6.—([Special. ]|—Senators 
Hiscock, Allison, Aldrich, Harris, and Carlisle 
were in private conference today at the Fitth 
Avenye Hotel. These gentlemen constitute a 
subcommittee of the Senatorial Committee on 
Finance, and their conference is due to a reso- 
lution passed in the Senate that a careful in- 
quiry should be made into the operation of 
the new tariff and administrative laws. The 
scope of this inquiry and the methods to be 
employed in prosecuting it were the subjects 
under consideration today. Senator Hiscock 
gave the following brief explanation of the 
purposes of the inquiry: 

„We propose,” said he, “to formulate a 
price list of everything consumed or used by 
the people of this country. It will be a com- 
parative list, giving the exact range of prices 
before and since the operation of the Mo-

Albert Mannheimer of New York Shows His 
Skill as a Butcher. 

New. Tom, May 6.— Special. I— A novel 
entertainment was provided by the butchers 
and drovers this afternoon at their fair at 
Sulzer’s Harlem River Park. The stage of 
the open-air theater was converted into a ver- 
itable slaughter-house while champions of the 
craft displayed their skill.

In this connection I desire further to commu- 
nicate to you the fact that my counsel have ren- 
dered to me a legal opinion stating that the so- 
called ordinance of March 23, 1891, to provide for 
the deposit of the city funds is illegal and void. 
Respectfully submitted. PETER KIOLBASSA. 

“The position briefly is this,” said Ald. 
Cullerton. “The banks designated by an or- 
dinance refused to qualify on Mr. Kiolbassa’s 
bond. This whole matter was gone over by 
the com mittee this morning, and it was as un- 
settled as it was four years ago. The position 
of Mr. Kiolbassa’s attorney was that each of 
those banks must qualify in a $15,000,000 
bond to cover the entire tax levy, and that 
consequently the ordinance is void. Now we 
are in a critical condition. We are here as 
the custodians of the city’s money to see that 
the interest is paid over. Mr. Kiolbassa says 
he wants a few days’ time. Now I appeal to 
the gentlemen who think these bonds should 
be approved to let the question lie over until 
next Monday. These bonds haven’t been 
published, I don’t believe one of you ever saw 
them, yet you try to tie up the city’s money. 
I hope you will let the matter goover., If not, 
I move the reference of the bonds to the 
Finance committee.“ 

Ald. Kent Appeals in Vaia, 

Ald. Kent held the motion was out of order 
and appealed from the decision of the Chair, 
but the Chair was sustained. Ald. Cullerton 
held that the Treasurer’s attorneys maintained 
that each bank should give a bond of $15,000,-

Where Is the Money? 


The city was at no expense in placing these 


taps or for the labor connected with them, for 
the propertyowner paid for all that. Now, in 
addition to the above, the Water Office must 
have received about $48,000 from new build- 
ings in process of erection. During the last 
year about 12,000 permite for new buildings 
were issued, the estimated cost of the struct- 
ures being $59,260,500. In putting up these 
buildings water is continually used, and the 
tax for water is estimated according to the 
amount of brick to be laid. There is also a 
small tax levied for the plaster work 
and inside finishings. Add this $48,000 
to the $105,000 from the taps and 
the total receipts. from these items alone 
should be about $153,000. But what do the 
books in the water office show? Receipts ‘of 
only $74,869 !"’

Neither Balmaceda Nor the Insurgents te 
Violate Neutrality Laws. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 6.—([Special.]— 
The attitude of the United States in relation 
to the Chilean factions is impartial. Admiral 
McCann, who is in command of the squadron 
of this country in Chilean waters, salutes 
neither the insurgent naval forces nor those of 
the Balmaceda Government. This is because 
he does not know which side is entitled to the 
salute. On land the situation is a trifle dif- 
ferent. The presumption is that the govern- 
ment which has been known to exist still 
exists until some other government sets up in 
its place. 

The United States, as to this country, will 
enforce its neutrality laws without reference 
to their bearing on either faction. Mr. Loz- 
cano is the duly accredited minister from 
Chile in Washington. He adheres to Balma- 
ceda, but until he is replaced or withdrawn he 
will continue to be recognized as the minister. 
He has made certain representations to the 
State Department that the neutrality laws 
were being violated by the shipment of arms 
to insurgents who were seeking to overthrow 
a government at comity with the United 
States. The Federal officers were therefore 
instructed to hold the Etata at San Diego, and 
the Chilean vessel which put into Wilmington 
for rifles would also have been held if the or- 
der had been given in time. But the burden 
of proof in these cases rests on the Chilean 
Government, and the evidence that will be 
conclusive of a violation of the neutrality law 
is what Balmaceda’s diplomatic representative 


is trying to obtain. : 
It has been hinted that British interests 


were back of Balmaceda and that his triumph | 


would incredse their prestige. Great Britain 
has long been dominant in Chile, and the 
growth of more friendly relations with the 


United States has been jealously, watched.

Tux tariff on glass and glassware was m- 
creased heavily by the McKinley bill. Mr. 
Bayne of Pittsburg was on the Committee on 
Ways and Means and he looked after an in- 
dustry in which his city is 80 largely inter- 
ested. The Pittsburg manufacturers stated 
through him that they were unable to com- 
pete with foreign cheap labor unless more 
“ protection” was given them, but that if 
they got it they would drive the Belgians out 
of the American market. and make all the 
glass and glassware needed in the United 
States.

THE NEW ORLEANS GRAND JURY'S 
“MAFIA” REPORT. 

After a long and searching investigation of 
the recent lynching the New Orleans grand 
jury has made a full and exhaustive report of 
the whole matter, first and last, which was 
published in yesterday’s Trarsunz. Public in- 
terest will center in three points of this inter- 
esting document: 1. The exposure of the 
proceedings of the Mafia conspirators. 2. The 
failure to indict any of the lynchers. 3. The 
indictment of six persons who are believed to 
have been engaged in thwarting justice. 

As to the first point no doubt can remain 
that the Chief of Police of New Orleans was 
killed in a brutal and cowardly manner by a 
gang of conspirators belongmg to the Mafia 
society for no other reason than that he was 
the chief officer of the law and had enforced it 
fearlessly. The officers and many of the mem- 
bers of this organization are known. The 
grand jury says: 

The larger number of the society is composed 
of Italians and Sicilians, who left their native 
land in most cases under assumed names to avoid 
conviction and punishment for crimes there com- 
mitted; and others were escaped convicts and 
bandits, outlawed in their own land, seeking the 
City of New Orleans for the congenial companion- 
ship of their own class. These men knew the 
swift retribution of the law in Italy, for hundreds 
have been shut down at sight by the military in 
the mountains of Sicily without a second thoucht. 
Today there is recorded in the office of the Italian 
Consul in this city the names of some eleven hun- 
dred Italians and Sicilians landed here during 
several years past showing the official records of 
their criminality in Italy and Sicily. Hundreds 
of them are among us today. We doubt not the 
Italian Government would rather be rid of them 
than be charged with their custody and punish- 
ment. Such is the well-known character of a 
part of the [talian colony, as it is called, who are 
domiciled in this city and its vicinity. 

With such facts before it the grand jury was 
warranted in its declaration that there are in 
that city today several hundred criminals who 
should not have been allowed to land in this 
country and that the immigration laws are 
either so deficient or have been so loosely ad- 
ministered that Italian criminals have found 
it easy to evade them, It is also warranted in 
demanding of Congress, and the whole coun- 
try will echo the demand, that it shall enact 
legislation sufficiently vigorous to insure pro- 
tection against such evils in the future. 

The second point in this report—namely: the 
failure to indict any of those who took part in 
the lynching—will be apt to arouse a fresh dis- 
play of animosity in Italy. The grand jury, 
however, makes a clear and convincing state- 

ment of the reasons for this failure. It sete 
forth that the public meeting of citizens was 
held because the verdict was contrary to the 
law and the evidence and was secured through 
unscrupulous agents who were selected for 
the very purpose of defeating justice; that 
this meeting was composed of from six to 
eight thousand of the best people of the city; 
that they took the execution of the law into 
their own hands because the courts were help- 
less, and that the magnitude of this affair 
makes ita difficult task to fix the guilt upon 
any number of the participants—in fact, the 
act seemed to involve the entire people of the 
Parish and City of New Orleans, so profuse 
was their sympathy and extended their con- 
nection with the affair.” With this failure to 
indict, Italy will have to remain content. 
The forms of law have been satisfied and there 
is no power inherent in the Federal Go vern- 
ment to compel the State Government 
te indict any one of those concerned in 
the lynching. The case against the people 
closes with the failure to indict. If the Govern- 
ment of Italy ean show that the two Italian 
subjects among the eleven assassins were 
good, peaceable, law-abiding persons who 


them by treaty, it will have a basis upon 
which to make a substantial claim for in- 
demnity. 

The third point is of most serious import to 
the people of New Orleans and clearly indi- 
cates a duty they must promptiy perform if 
they do not wish the complete paralysis of 
their courts of justice. The evidence before 
the grand jury goes to show that the detective 
O’Malley and a leading criminal lawyer, 
Lionel Adams,’ are doing business together; 
that in a panel of 300 jurors they had man- 
aged to place thirty of their own tools; that 
they had the list of talesmen in their office 
long before it was submitted to counsel on 
either side; that these talesmen were ap- 
proached with offers of money ; that the jurors 
themselves were corrupted and the verdict was 
anticipated long before the evidence was all 
in; that the Deputy Sheriffs were in collusion 
with this scheme of the detective and crim- 
inal lawyer; and that |

COOLEY’S DECEPTIVE REPORT. 
There are but a few points in Mr. Cooley’s 
long report which are worth paying any at- 
tention to. One of them. is his total estimate 


of the cost of the work as constructed on his | 


600,000 cubic feet a minute plan. He puts it 
at $25,000,000, leaving out the Skokie cut-off 
and the harbor at Grosse Point, both of which 
are essential features of his plan. He appears 
also to regard the channel near Thirty-ninth 
street as a mere conduit feeder, supplymg 
perhaps 40,000 or 50,000 feet of water to sup- 
plement the South Branch supply. If this be 
the case, ha has not told where even half of 
his 600,000 cubic feet a minute is to come 
from, for the South Branch and this feeder 
combined would hardly furnish 300,000, and 
his big channel would be half dry. And 
nobody else has revealed that secret. 

But if he means that this Thirty-ninth street 
four-mile channel shall be a navigable one, 
then his estimate of its cost—four and a half 
millions—is ridiculously small. The land 
damages alone would amount to far more 
than that, for it would be necessary to take a 
tier of lots on each side, as well as the whole 
street, and there would be no benefits to offset 
damages. Furthermore, there would be the 
Uunois Central to deal with, which has just 
carried to the Supreme Court a case where the 
city tried to open a street across its right of 
way. And there would be the Michigan Cen- 
tral, Michigan Southern. Rock Island, Pitts- 
burg and Fort Wayne, Wabash, Great Kast- 


ern, and other roada, How would they relish ‘ 


having a wide canal cut through for com- 
mercial purposes across their tracks? How 
would the “L” road aud cable-car lines 
relish it? 

Mr. Cooley pleads in mitigation of his deep 
and wide 600,000-foot cut that it would take 75 
per cent of ita cost to make a channel of only 
half the capacity. Supposing this were true, 
still, as that increased discharge is not needed 
for sanitation but is required for navigation 
only, it cannot be constitutionally had under 
the Sanitary Distriet act. It cannot be re- 
peated too often that that law was declared to 
be constitut:onal only because it was for sani- 
tation. Any attempt under that law to build 
waterways as such, or lake harbors, or to reg- 
ulate commerce and solve commercial prob- 
lems’’ is unconstitutional, These cranks 
may hammer away from now to kingdom 
come, but they never will get power to tack 
on avy of these subjects to a sanitary drainage 
law. They must get other acts and other 
boards to do it. As for harbor regulation it 
is given expressly to the City of Chicago, and 
no sanitary district can meddle with it. 

But it is not true that the 300,000-foot chan- 
nel will cost 75 per cent of the 600,000 one. 
The latter will cost just about twice as much 
as the former. Capt. Marshall puts the in- 
creased cost of the larger channel at about 
$7,000,000. Mr. Cooley says it will cost $12,- 
375,000 to cut his channel. So it will cost 
about twice what the smaller one will. For 
it costs more to cut down to lake level for a 
wide channel than for a narrower one, and the 
greater and deeper the cut the greater the ex- 
pense of lifting and piling the material ex- 
cavated. There must be heavier machinery, 
longer derrick arms, longer carrying tracks 
to dump the stone and earth, and more ground 
will have to be condemned to pile the enor- 
mous mass of stuff upon. 

Mr. Cooley contends also that 600,000 feet 
will de needed for dilution of sewage (1), 
though he carefully conceais how the water is 
to be had. He sticks to it that there must be 
adilution of at least 20,000 cubic feet for 
every 100,000 persons, and he quotes the report 
of the Massachusetts Board of Health to prove 
it. He hides the fact, however, that that board 
was concerned chiefly with the question as to 
what degree of dilution would make sewage- 
carrying water suitable and safe to drink. 
That is not the purpose of dilution in the Chi- 
cago case. Residents of the Illinois Valley 
will not drink the waters of that stream. 
Even if totally free from Chicago séwage it 
would still be contaminated with all the sew- 
age of its large watershed; and they have 
found that by sinking wells in the gravel-beds 
in the valley they can get absolutely pure 
water. Besides, the Massachusetts Board of 
Health had to deal with streams with very 
short courses and with little opportunity for 
nature todo its purifying: part. A dilution 
which would not be sufficient on the Merri- 
mac for the towns a few miles below Haver- 
hill would be more than ample for a town on 
the Illinois 200 miles from Chicago. 

‘On the whole Mr. Cooley’s report gives no 


valid sanitary reason for constructing so vast 


a ehannel as 600,000 cubic feet per minute, and 
utterly fails to explain where or how the Sani- 
tary Board under its legal powers can pro- 
cure that quantity of water to fill the enor- 
mous cut.

NAVIGATION IN THE UPPER ILLINOIS 
RIVER. 


By the River and Harbor act of 1888 the 
Chief of Engineers was ordered to make sur- 
veys, plans, and estimates for a continuous 
navigable waterway between Lake Michigan 
and the Mississippi River, having capacity 
for the passage of the largest Mississippi 
River steamboats,” 80 as to provide a naviga- 
ble waterway not less than 160 feet wide and 
not. less than 14 feet deep.“ 

The work was placed in the hands of Capt. 
Marshall of the Engineer Corps, who soon 
calied the attention of his superior officer to 
the contradictory requirements of the law. A 
depth of 8 feet was sufficient for a naviga- 
ble waterway from the lake to the river, the 
draft of the largest boat which went past the 
wouth of the Illinois not exceeding 6 feet 
2 incbes. It was evident that he did not see 
the necessity for making estimates for a 
14-foot channel from Chicago to La Salle 
for Mississippi River boats drawing but 5 or 6 
feet. Still he made the estimates, but he 
made them, as he says, “ wholly from the 


“standpoint of the interests of navigation.” 
“If navigable channels should require mod- | 


“ification to make them adapted to local 
“sanitary drainage the plan should be made 
“by engineers under local direction, and the 
“modifications made at local expense if 
„authorised by Congress.” Capt. Marshall's 
estimates are twenty-five and a half millions 
to improve the river from Joliet to La Salle. 

_ The act of Congress also required the esti- 
mates to be made for a channel in the beds 
of the Illinois and Desplaines Rivers. Capt. 
Marshall obeyed the law, but he points out 
the difficulty of such construction in a stream 
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engineer officer says that a channel cannot be 
made following the bed of the river which 
will furnish a route navigable at all times 


one of his suggestions is that the river be 
abandoned for 22 miles out of the 43, and a 
steamboat canal be constructed. But after 
studying over the whole subject he recom- 


mends that the river bed be left alone, anda a 


canal be cut from Joliet to La Salle. 

He goes on to show how following the river 
adds to the cost of excavation—which would 
be eleven millions from the Kankakee to La 
Salle—would make it necessary to build high 
dams, with retaining walls or levees, and 
would “cause immense damages by flowage 
of large tracts of valuable lands.“ What 
those damages would be with his 14-foot chan- 
nel he does not estimate. They would be in- 
creased immensely of course by a 600,000-foot 
discharge from Phicago or the construction of 
an 18-foot channel in the river. Seven dams 
are provided for between the mouth of the 
K eo and La Salle. They would make 
that many pools out of a distance of 43 
miles. At the head of each pool there must be 
a depth of 14 feet and the dam below must be 
high enough to produce it, or there must be an 
immensely deep excavation in the bed of the 
river. In both cases there would be vast 
expense, which the Federal Government will 
never undertake to pay. 

So it appears that leaving out of sight alto 


+ gether the question of Chicago sewage dis- 


posal, and looking only at navigation, the 
skilled and scientific government engineer is 
in favor, firstly, of only an 8&foot water- 
way from the Mississippi to Chicago, because 
that is deep enough to accommodate the 
largest Mississippi River boats which can 
reach the mouth of the Illinois; and, secondly, 
he is against an attempt to improve the bed of 
the Illinois, because under any circumstances 
navigation would be impossible there on ac- 
count of the fall, and he prefers cutting a great 
canal from Joliet to La Salle, which would 
cost tens of millions. If asked the question 
he would recommend doubtless the enlarge- 
ment of the Illinois and Michigan Canal. It 
would have to be made ten times its present 
dimensions, , 

These being the facts, and as it will take at 
present rates of Congressional appropriation 
fifty years to make and maintain an & foot 
channel at low water frorn St. Louis to Cairo, 
why should this city be required to cut an 
18-foot channel to Joliet and send down 
it 600,000 cubic feet of useless water when 
there will be 18 feet of channel nowhere 
else, and when that quantity of water, more 
than twice what is needed for sewage dilution, 
will not make navigation between Joliet and 
La Salle, but will interfere with it should the 
government spend any money there for that 
purpose? The more this 18-foot demand 
is studied in connection with Chicago’s sanita- 
tion needs and duties the more useless, pre- 
posterous, and malicious it looks. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

The Albany (N. Y.) Evening Journal gives 
the inside history of the defeat of the World’s 
Fair apprupriation in the Legislature of that 
State.

brought the wheels of legislation to a 
standstill rather than permit the investigation of 
the Democratic canal ring, the Stewart bill was 
reported—not to be passed and sent to the ex- 
ecutive chamber; on the contrary, to be loaded 
down with two amendments which had been con- 
sidered and rejected by the Senate, one of which 
increased the appropriation to $250,000 and the 
other changed the commission named to super- 
vise the expenditure of the money. The manner 
of the final resurrection no less than the long 
sleep. of the Stewart bill was convincing evidence 
of Bourbon hestility to the enactment of the 
measure, 

While these facts indicate the deliberate and 
malicious animosity of the Democratic As- 
sembly of New York to Chicago the situation 
is not without hope. The next Legislature 
will be obliged to make a handsome appro- 
priation by the pressure of public opinion, 
and probably will make up for lost time by 
doubling the amount.

It so happens, however, that the Harrison

votes. to 46,588 for Cregier. They are, there- 
fore, not a discreditable remnant to be kicked 
about at pleasure by the Cregierites and other 
fellows out of jobs. But for the illegal votes 
cast for Cregier he would have fallen behind 
Harrison.

city’s finances has only begun, but already 
comes the anticipated discovery of stuffed 
pay-rolis, overdrawn appropriations, and a 
probably heavy shortage. It will not be known 
how much the Cregier campaign cost the peo- 
ple of Chicago until the full amount of this 
shortage is ascertained, and this will take 
time. The Commissioner of Public Works 
reports that the appropriation in each depart- 
ment has been overdrawn and in some cases 
practically doubled. The water fund has been 
overdrawn $250,000, The police pay-roll for 
April 1s $30,000 in excess of the appropriation, 
which is accounted for by extra pay for polit- 
ical henchmen put on the force during the 
campaign to help elect Cregier. The Corpo- 
ration Counsel finds that the appropriation for 
his office is about used up. The new City 
Controller finds it almost impossible to get 
money enough to meet the pay-roll. In the 
Department of Streets alone 3,000 men have 
been discharged since election, who were liv- 
ing off the city finances and practically doing 
nothings The pay-rolls bave been stuffed 
with fellows who had no city work to do and 
yet. were drawing salaries. It goes without 
saying that these loafers will be bounced as 
fast as found. Such is the outcome of Cre- 
gierism. 

The revelations thus far made tally with the 
discoveries of Ta1sunz reporters and others 
during the campaign. More than once it was 
reported in the local columns of this paper 
that parties were found who were drawing 
money on the pay-rolls of the citywand who at 
the same time were engaged in their own 
business or in no business at all. It is be- 
lie ved thousands of these fellows were 
unnecessarily placed on the rolls for election- 
eering purposes and that they were using the 
money of the city to help elect Cregier and to 
help the City Hall gang keep their fat jobs. 
It is now coming to light, and when the whole 
story is told we believe the public will stand 
aghast at the deficiency in the funds, the over- 
drawing of accounts, the shortage and general 
wasting of the city revenues; and for what 
purpose? To elect Cregier and keep the City 
Hall gang in control of the offices. 

The people of Chicago now have an oppor- 
tunity of realizing the narrow escape they 
have had, for in another two years the Tam- 
many gang would so have intrenched itself 
that it might have been impossible to oust it 
and the city would have been brought to the 
verge of bankruptcy. It is time the gang was 
kicked out, and the city is happily rid of it. It 
has entailed a task upon the present adminis- 
tration, however, which will require the clos- 
est economy in every department to get along 
through .the present year. Fortunately the 
heads of departments are business-men, who 
will run them on business principles, and who 
will not hesitate to discharge every unneces- 
sary man. There will be no more sinecures, 
no more politicial loafers and bummers draw- 
ing pay without performing service for the 
city. In a word, there will be no more Cre- 
gierism, for which every good citizen has 
cause to be devoutly thankful.

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EXPRESSED TO HAVE THE ART 

PALACE MATTER SETTLED. 

World’s Fair Director Hutchinson Before 
the Executive Committee — What Is 
Wanted if It Be Located at Jackson 


Matters. 

Director C. L. Hutchinson, Chairman of 
the Committee on Fine Arts, went before the 
Executive committee yesterday and asked for 
an appropriation of $200,000 from the directory 
to assist in the construction of an Art Palace 
on the Lake-Front. The committee took no 
action, but referred the matter to Edwin 
Walker, who will make a report at the meet- 
ing of the directory tomorrow afternoon. 

Mr. Hutchinson has more in mind than 
$200,000, He asks this amount in case the art 
exhibits of the Exposition go to Jackson Park. 
In that event he proposes that the Art Insti- 
tute go ahead with the construction of a build- 
ing on the Lake-Front. The directory will be 
invited to use it for the world’s congresses, 
instead of putting upa special building for 
the purpose, and turn over to the Art Institute 
the $200,000, which would be necessary to con- 
struct a World’s Congress Hall. 

Should the art exhibits of the Exposition be 
placed on the Lake-Front then Mr. Hutchin- 
son will ask for $600,000, the cost of a tem- 
porary building. This, with the money fur- 
nished by the Art Instituté, would be suffi- 
cient for a $900,000 permanent Art Palace. 
Perhaps $1,000,000 might be secured. 

“The directory should appropriate what- 
ever is necessary for the finest Art Palace in 
the world,” said Director Kirkmann, “ It is 
the only thing which will be left to Chicago 
after the Fair and we should be liberal.“ 

The Committee on Grounds and Buildings 
is anxious to have the Art Palace dis of 
one way or another aud sent in a resolution to 
that effect to the Executive committee yester- 
day. The directory, it is expected, will take 
final action tomorrow. 

Halsey C. Ives of St. Louis was * — 
tendered the Art Directorship of the Exposi- 
tion yesterday by Director-General Davis. 
Mr. Ives held a long consultation with Col. 
Davis. He was told that the conditions under 
which the acceptance of the Art Directorship 
was open to him were that he should come to 
Chicago ‘and devote his time to the Exposi- 
tion. It is this condition which has been 
bothering Mr. Ives, but not until yesterday 
was he enabled to treat with the people at St. 
Louis, since he had not been offered posi- 
uon. Mr. Ives will return home and take the 
matter under advisement. His acceptance is 
rather confidently predicted by the people 
around headquarters,
